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all ordinances, resolutions, rules and requlations of the
Toun of Snow Hill in effect on said date shall apply to
said area to the same extent as to all other areas within
the present corporate 1limits except as hereinafter
provided.

ae. The Town will provide necessary vater service
to the area to serve existing and potential development.

b. Existing and current town policy regarding
assessments for vater and other town services will apply
to the area in the same manner as it applies to all other
areas of the town.

Ce That upon the =2ffective date of annexation, no
town taxes will be levied and no town services will be
provided until July 1, 1974; that on and after July 1,
1974 water services will be available and all property in
said area will be subject to taxation by the town of Snow
Hill, imn the full rate for taxes and services as may be
levied by the town from time to time,

d. The target date of annexation is May 17, 1974.
